in the front ranks of the crowd which 
* blocked the exits from the factory. 
Behind .them stood several hundred 
young girls. 
In the third row were 
lathers and husbands, who lied been 
driven to desperation by five months 
of picket duty with no pay. 
Last night, for the first time dur­ 
ing tho strike, the police were un­ 
able Mo use their clubs. 
The barri­ 
cade of m others and babies served 
its purpose. 
Three tim es the officers 
atteniptel to rush a handful of strike 
breakers from the factory exit to a 
street car, twenty feet 
away, 
and 
each time they were forced back. 
A call for assistance to tho police 
station brought a score 
more 
uni­ 
formed men to the scene. 
But again 
the attem pt to buck the strik ers’ line 
fulled. 
Tile strikebreakers returned 
to upper floors of the factory, while 
the police, feigning defeat, started to 
leave the scene. 
Instead, they scattered through the 
ciowd and arrested tw enty leaders. 
This was repeated three times, until 
the seventy most active rioters w*ere 
in jail. 
The police then returned to 
the factory and successfully rushed 
the strikebreakers to the street car. 
In spite of the discardm ent of arms 
by strikers and police, scores of wo­ 
men and children were bruised and 
cut in the fight. 
The arm y of mo­ 
thers, daughters and babies followed 
the prisoners to the police station.

ROADS OR BATTLESHIPS? 


The cost of a battleship, 
w ith its 


trimmings,' would build 500 miles of 


good roads. The battleship would be 
obsolete as soon as built and ready 


for the scrap heap w ithin ten years. 
The good road would, 
w ithin three 
rf ars at the most, repay its cost by 
the increase it would bring to abut­ 
ting property values, and afterw ards 
would be a net, perm anent asset. As 
a reducer’ of the cost of living, the 
good road has it over the battleship 
I ke a tent. W hat is the use of ex­ 
pecting foins to go back to the farm 
if the roads are so poor they 
can 
hardly get back, 
and,

in the earnings of nearly every im­ 
portant system throughout the west 
and southwest, notable among them 
being Denver & Rio Grande, with a 
decrease of $115,400; Missouri Paci­ 
fic, $153,000; 
Colorado & Southern, 
$368,483; International & Great Nor­ 
thern, $141,000; Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas. $247,756, and Chicago & Alton. 
$160,302. 
The railroads in the south make a 
much more favorable exhibit, most of 
thorn showing satisfactory gains, al­ 
though toward the end of the month 
there was evidence of decreasing ac­ 
tivity.

“Shall 
He 
not 
much more clothe 
you?’* 
While He assuredly meant 
that we are to trust heavenly provi­ 
sion for our natural clothing, it would 
appear that He may have meant a 
clothing for us as new creatures— 
the spotless, seamless robe of Christ’s 
righteousness, 
granted 
to us as a 
wedding garment, in the 
merit 
of 
which 
we 
have 
access to all the 
riches of God’s grace in the present 
life and, if faithful, shall he granted 
an abundant entrance into His ever­ 
lasting Kingdom. 
“Take No Anxious Thought.’* 
God takes thought respecting the 
Divine plans and arrangements. Je­ 
sus thought out carefully the course 
He pursued; and He instructed those 
who w'ere desirous of being His disci­ 
ples to sit down and carefully count 
the cost. 
All these things show us 
that the Master would not have His 
followers thoughtless, living meerly 
moment by moment, failing to make 
provision for the seasons, the wea­ 
ther, the table, etc. 
What He meant, what the Greek 
text fully bears out, is that His fol­ 
lowers should have no w'orry respect­ 
ing temporalities. 
Having exercised 
thought, prudence, care, having done 
to the best of their judgment and 
ability, not skillfully, but energeti­ 
cally, they are to rest the matter, 
realizing that all their affairs are 
placed in the hands of the Heavenly 
Father through Christ, and that all 
the heavenly powers are pledged to 
make all things work 
together 
for 
good to them, because they love God 
and have been called according to his 
purpose. 
“Seek Ye Chiefly the Kingdom.’* 
While anxious care was not to be 
exercised 
respecting 
temporalities, 
great care was to be 
exercised in 
respect to anything appeartainlng to 
Ute kingdom. The call of the church 
is to membership in the great king­ 
dom of God. of w’hich Christ is tho 
Head, the chief King; 
we may be 
under kings and under 
priests, as­ 
sociated with our great Redeemer in 
His Messianic w'ork of a thousand 
rears. It was to attain a share in 
that kingdom that we made conse­ 
cration of cur lives, our ■wills, our 
ail to the Lord, and 
only 
through 
great tribulation can we enter that 
kingdom. As God is pleased to see 
our restfulness respecting temporali­ 
ties of life when He has agreed to 
provide for us 
according 
to 
Elis 
wisdom and in response to 
our ef­ 
forts, so He is pleased to see, on the 
contrary, our zeal, our perseverance, 
cur almost worrying that the great 
prize of the kingdom should not be 
lost to us. 
The reason for wishing us to thus 


worry for the kingdom, and not to I 
worry for tho things of the world, ; 
is evident on reflection. To w'orrv 
* 
' I 
about earthly things 
would 
be to 
show* a faithlessness and doubt in i 
respect to God 
and 
His promised 
care. But our attaining tile kingdom 
or our tailing to attain it is made 
dependent only on ourselves, 
God 
has already done His part. He has 
provided the Redeemer and the for­ 
giveness of sins . He has opened up 
the way whereby we might return 
into His family. When we came un­ 
to Him through Jesus, He accepted 
us and gave us the begetting of th ? 
Spirit, and with it a right to all tho 
great and precious 
promises, 
ani 
joint heirship with Jesus, on con­ 
dition of our faithfulness 
(Romani 
S:IT: 2 Peter 1:12). 
Hence, to agonize for 
Hie king­ 
dom, to strive for the kingdom, to 
run. with patience, to fight a good 
fight, to endure hardness—all these 
expressions indicate the gfcat zeal 
and earnestness necessary 
on 
th* 
part of those w’ho would be account-! 
cd 
conquerors-—yea, 
“more 
than 
conquerors, through Him who loved 
us and bought us with His precious 
Mood.” 
Is it any wonder that God should 
expect us to be very zealous in striv­ 
ing to attain the kingdom? 
Would 
He give so great an honor 
to any 
who valued it lightly? Surely angels 
and cherubim would be glad to ac­ 
cept positions in the kingdom if of­ 
fered to them! But God has passed 
by the angels and invited members 
of the fallen race, whose hearts have 
turned to Him, 
that 
might become 
not only justified 
from 
their sins. 
tu t sanctified through 
Christ, 
and 
heirs of the kingdom. 
Is it any wonder that 
the Lord 
has provided that only through much 
tribulation t hall any enter the king­ 
dom? Whoever is not willing to en­ 
dure tribulation for the 
kingdom’s 
sake would thereby 
show 
that he 
had not the proper appreciation and 
that he is not worthy of it. 
If tho 
Master endured 
even 
unto death, 
how could we expect that we might 
be join heirs with Him 
unless 
we 
possessed His spirit, His zeal? Thus 
the Lord tells us that all who will 
attain the kingdom glories 
will be 
copies of His Son. 
What Must We Endure? 
Here the question properly arises, 
what is to lie endured, what kind of 
sufferings? And what is the real ob­ 
ject of these sufferings? Why should 
God delight to make us suffer before 
He w’ould give us a

kingdom? 
The Bible answers these questors 
satisfactorily. It admonishes us that 
only by trials 
and

character is not merely a preference 
for that which is good, but a fixed 
determination,
